field by our forces. 


"They were all from the American 


gunboats anchored in the river to pro- 
tect American Interests," said Zelaya. 
"The official explanation given me was 
that these men were deserters." 


Zelaya says he never signed an or- 


der for the execution of Cannon and 
Groce, but that It was true he refused 
to Interfere with the sentence of the 
court martial. He said: 


"These men were contracted for in 


Guatemala to assist the revolution- 
ists. 
Cannon had only recently been 


set at liberty in Honduras upon his 
promise made before the secretary of 
the American consul to leave Central 
America forever. 
Both officers acted 


as.his sponsors. 


"The men were engaged at the-time 


of their capture in charting the coun- 
try and laying mines in the rivers for 
the destruction of the troopships of 
tho government. 
They also acted as
